Newark to sell 
Susquehanna 
Railroad 


NEWARK — The City of 
Newark plans to sell a strip of 
land known as the Susquehanna 
Railroad right-of-way to the New 
Jersey Department of Environ- 
mental Protection and Energy for 
use as a hiking trail. 

The sale will make the 26- 
mile long strip of idle, unused 
land available to all New Jersey 
residents. The planned sale has 
been made possible by an agree- 
ment with the NJDEPE that was 
supported by the Sharpe James 
Administration, and by a resolu- 
tion passed by the Newark Mu- 
nicipal Council. 

The narrow right-of-way con- 
fects the Newark Watershed and 
the Delaware River. In 1965, the 
railroad sold the 66-foot wide 


(q right-of-way to the City , of 


Newark. The tracks were re- 
moved by the railroad. Since 
then, the land has been idle while 
Newark paid property taxes on it. 

According to Alvin L. Zach, 
Newark engineering director, 
"The sale of this land will benefit 
all New Jersey residents by pro- 
viding in perpetuity protection to 
the land for use as a trail. In addi- 
tion, the property would be pro- 
tected under the state's Green 
Acres Plan as park land.” 

Among the benefits to 
Newark, are the receipt of 
$700,000 from the sale, elimina- 
tion of the cost of maintaining the 
land, elimination of City liability 
for injuries that may occur on the 
property, and an annual savings 
by not having to pay property

Should you resist a mugger? 


Dear Dr. Faulkner: 

You wrote a column a year ago 
about weapons that a person could 
use to protect themselves if they are 
mugged. I bought a can of mace to 
protectmyselfwith if somebody tries 
to rape me. I feel pretty safe now. I 
am going to shoot this mace at any- 
body wh ks like he wants to

Dear Ms. F.: 

There are a number of things 
that you should take into consider- 
ation before you spray the mace at 
an attacker. Police departments 
across the nation advise people not 
to resist an attacker. 

Maceis alittle bit stronger than 
tear gas, but mace does not have the 
ability to immediately stop the ad- 
vancement of a mugger, even if you 
spray it directly into his face. A

nally he wanted only to rob you. 

Or, your assailant is a 
“smalltime” thief who is desper- 
ately poorand wholly inexperienced 
inthe art of theft. In addition, he has 
a major fear of being arrested and 
Put into jail. If he feels threatened 
by your resistanceand fears thatyou 
may cause him to get arrested he 
might try to silence you by killing 
you. All of this would be the unfor- 
tunate result of his efforts to steal a 
measly five dollars. 

The clear point of these- sce- 
narios is that the odds are greatly 
against you in your efforts to defend 
yourself. This is the basic and im- 


cently indicated its 
with mace because many cans of it 
simply do not work properly when 
used (they malfunctioned) and mace 
cannot stop and attacker from carry- 
ing out his attack upon you. 

Picture this scene: A person 
approaches you in order to mug or 
rape you. You spray mace at his 
face. He ducks, or you miss his face. 
Now he’s damn angry with you, 
takes the can of mace from you and 
sprays it into your face. Then he 
attacks you violently. 

Or, suppose you actually spray 
it into his face. Mace takes several 
minutes to have any effect, so the 


authorities warn victims against re- 
sisting. At least you'll escape with 
your life. 

So, what can you do to protect 
yourself? When you go out, be with 
friends, especially at night. Stay 
away from parks, dark streets, and 
places where muggings have taken 
place. 
You might consider buying a 
device that emits a loud, ear pierc- 
ing, ear shattering noise ‘and that 
flashes an extremely brilliant light. 
This usually chases assailants away. 
These items are often advertised in 
newspapers.

Due to the absence of a salary 
ordinance, which would have al- 
lowed for a director to run the cen- 
ter, the consultant will have to stay 
on for the rest of the fiscal year 
because the Council declined the 
measure several months ago.

Are you going to go out this 
holiday season and spend your 
money in a store that doesn't want 
to advertise in black- owned 
newspapers? Let me put the 
question to you another way. Are 
you going to allow the largest toy 
chain store in the United States 
which derives part of its profits 
from African American con- 
sumers, to get away with insulting 
our community and stating that 
they will not place their ads in 
Hack owned and supported 
newspaj 

You ei have an answer. 
More importantly, you should 
plan on staying out of the Toys 'R' 
“Us toy stores not only this holiday 
season, but from now on, unless 
they change their advertising 
Strategy. For them to refuse to 
support one of the most important 
institutions in our community is 
an outrage. Their stated reason for 
not advertising in African Ameri- 
can publications is that it isn't 
profitable for them. 

There are many African 
Americans who go and buy toys 
and other items from these toy 
chains. Apparently, it's all right 
for Toys'R' Us to use their share 
of the profits derived from the 
pockets of African American con- 
sumers to support white-owned 
newspapers by advertising in 
them, but not black-owned news- 


papers. They feel quite comfort- 
able in believing that they will get 
our business anyway. So why 
bother to spend any extra money? 

I don't expect people will au- 
tomatically stop shopping at these 
toy chains, because that's going to 
take a nationwide campaign to 
focus attention on the facts and 
issues. Each one of us needs to 
talk to our friends, neighbors, and 
associates to let them know about 
this management decision. Each 
local store should be called and 
asked if are they going to support 
this decision, and if so, you 
should let them know how you 
feel about what their policy 
means. 

Failure to advertise in African 
American publications is another 
slap in the face to us. The same 
old "take the money and run” 
mentally prevails. No reinvest- 
ment means that we aren't im- 
portant enough for them to con- 
sider. Yet, African American par- 
ents will buy the video game 
systems, dolls, trains, figurines, 
and other items for their children 
by the thousands, and be respon- 
sible for Toys 'R' Us profit mar- 
gins during this important fourth 
quarter. 

There is no need for a picket 
line outside of the store. There are 
no need for signs. Your absence 
will send the message. Your

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NEWARK — Newark Mayor 
Sharpe James recently voiced his 
support for an innovative adoles- 
cent AIDS and substance abuse 
counseling initiative sponsored by 
the Newark Health and Human 
Services Department. 

Project T.O.R.C.H. (Teen 
Outreach Resources Counseling 
and Health) under the coordina- 
tion of Gwenevere Motley, HHS 
assistant health educator, initially 
consisted of 45 teens from Arts, 
Central, and St. Benedict's High 
Schools who were trained in sub- 
stance abuse prevention, decision- 
making, crisis management, self- 
esteem, and conflict resolution 
counseling for their peers. Next 
year, according to Ms. Motley, 
ihe program will be expanded to 
eon all of Newark's high 
school 

Bobi Ruffin, HHS director 
said, "The current T.O.R.C.H. 
students will be certified as the 
first professional adolescent 
AIDS counselors in New Jersey. 
That is quite an accomplishment." 

The Mayor hailed T.O.R.C.H. 
"as an exciting, effective and cre- 
ative way to get the message to 
young people about the serious- 
ness of AIDS. What better way to

other weapon in the City’s arsenal 
to fight this fatal illness." 


The T.O.R.C.H. program's 
Startup cost was financed totally 
with seed money from the Pru- 
dential Foundation, Ruffin noted. 

In addition to T.O.R.C.H,, the 
City is also seeking private sector 
Support for a counseling and re- 
ferral project called, "Just for 
Me," a program designed for 
women by women to address the 
Psychological and social aspects 
Surrounding HIV infection that 
particularly concern women. 

Ruffin explained that the pro- 
gram will be presented in a series 
of mini-conferences, and was 
specifically developed to help 
women at risk share information, 
negotiation skills, and resources 
with women in their community. 


"The goal of ‘Just for Me' is to 
decrease the spread of HIV infec- 
tion and encourage care for those 
already infected," Ruffin said.
